i smoky and hazy. The latter part of the 


period was cool, ar.d. killing frosts, occa- 
sionally freezing temperatures, occurred In 
muiiy sections of Maine, Xew Hampshire 
and Vermont. 


In some localities all vegetation subject 


to Injury WHS killed by the frost, resulting 
in considerable damage to late vegetables, 
grass nnd berries. Farm work of all kinds 
has progressed wirJ'i tho fine weather. 
Therefore the crops, while light, will bo 
safely and completely secured, and In ex- 
cellent condition. 


Garden Vcffrtnblen Suffered. 


In ^Itxinu rain is needed more than over, 


though the showers of tlio Sth gave tem- 
porary relief. The severe frosts in in- 
terior sections resulted in great darungc to 
blueberries and garden vegetables gener- 
ally. In nearly all pares of the state pota- 
toes arc being dug.
